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The Last Day of Itzcoatl Ocampo 

Former Marine accused of murdering six people kills himself in prison 
under mysterious circumstances—and his family wants answers

here’s something strange in 
I this,” says Refugio Ocampo, 

I father of accused serial killer 
Itzcoatl Ocampo, as he drags on a ciga¬ 
rette while getting ready for work in Ana¬ 
heim’s industrial corridor on Black Fri¬ 
day “[The Orange County district attor¬ 
ney’s office] had a winning case [against 
Itzcoatl]. So the first question—if he took 
something... he was under watch. How 
was it possible he could take something?” 

Refugio is understandably furious. 

He has just spent the past 48 hours in 
emergency rooms and jails, as well as on 
various phone calls—all during a holi¬ 
day weekend. On Thanksgiving, his son 
passed away after ingesting Ajax in his 
single-man cell at Central Jail. Itzcoatl 
was awaiting trial for the murders of six 
people in late 2011 and early 2012—next 
to the Kelly Thomas killing, perhaps 
the OCDA’s highest-profile case on the 
dockets. And now it is all gone, with 
both DA Tony Rackauckas and Sheriff 
Sandra Hutchens accused of incompe¬ 
tence in the latest mysterious OC jail 
death in a department notorious for its 
lack of oversight. 

It was more than mere negligence to 
Refugio, though. In an exclusive inter¬ 
view with the Weekly (he refuses to 
speak to any other media, accusing them 
of painting his son as a “monster” with¬ 
out hearing the full story), he recounts 
the last day of Itzcoatl’s life; a picture 
emerges of a family desperately trying 
to reach their son, as well as an OC legal 
establishment angrily unsympathetic 
to their pleas to spend a moment with a 
dying Itzcoatl. 

According to Refugio, he and his wife 
were contacted by doctors at Western 
Medical Center in Santa Ana Wednes¬ 
day afternoon and told that Itzcoatl 
had been declared brain dead. Upon 
reaching the hospital, Refugio says, he 
encountered a chaotic scene, with depu¬ 
ties, doctors, nurses and orderlies argu¬ 
ing among themselves for reasons he 
couldn’t discern. And that’s where the 
stall game began. 

“The doctor told us that my son had 
either drank a lot of water or chemicals, 
but that he was brain dead,” Refugio 
says. “When my wife pointed out that it 
takes a lot of water to get to that point, 
he said he was just repeating what the 
paramedics told him. When I asked 
whether he had received a report from 
the paramedics, he said no. What kind of 
incompetence is that?” 

Itzcoatl’s parents asked if they could 
see their son. Three sheriff’s deputies 
waited for them in the emergency room, 
telling the two they could not talk to 
or touch him and had to stand 20 feet 
away; they were allowed only a glimpse. 


The following morning, at 6 a.m., Refu¬ 
gio and his wife returned, wanting to see 
their son again. No go: Deputies on the 
scene wouldn’t allow it without a sign- 
off from a judge. “They treated us like 
animals,” Refugio claimed. “It was an 
order from above to deny us the chance 
to see our son because they think he was 
a monster.” 


The two went to Men’s Central Jail 
to ask for help, where the presiding 
officer told them “we couldn’t see him 
until he returned to jail.” In frustration, 
Refugio called on Itzcoatl’s two lawyers, 
Michael Molfetta and Randy Longwith, 
for help. They called the DA, but, Refu¬ 
gio says, Rackauckas wouldn’t sign off 
on letting Refugio and his wife see their 
son. (OCDA spokesperson Susan Kang 
Schroeder denies the allegation, saying 
it was “wrong information.”) 

The Ocampos never saw Itzcoatl 
alive again; he was pronounced dead 
at 1:38 p.m. on Nov. 28. Even then, they 
were not allowed to see Itzcoatl until 
after investigators came and “did their 
show,” Refugio says. Deputies wouldn’t 
allow Longwith in, either, leading to 
a confrontation between Refugio and 


investigators until Longwith interceded 
and said he’d wait outside. Once inside 
the morgue, deputies “stared at us,” and 
nurses asked if they’d consider allow¬ 
ing the harvesting of Itzcoatl’s organs, 
which his parents denied. 

“They killed my son,” Refugio says, 
tears welling up in his eyes. “Did no 
one oversee him in jail? How? Why? If 


they had a case to win, why did they let 
this happen?” 

The department is being understand¬ 
ably tight-lipped about the incident, and 
results of an autopsy won’t be known 
for weeks. But Molfetta blasted the 
Orange County Sheriff’s Department 
(OCSD) for its ineptitude in an inter¬ 
view with the Associated Press. “If you 
spend three minutes with Ocampo, you 
are acutely aware of the fact that he has 
some mental issues,” he told AP reporter 
Gillian Flaccus. “They were severe, and 
they were obvious, and they definitely 
were not contrived... .With that being 
said, this was a guy who should have 
garnered the highest level of scrutiny ... 
and it wasn’t done.” 

Flaccus then asked the OCSD for 
comment, writing that they “declined 


to comment on inmate supervision or 
the attorney’s account, except to say 
jail deputies are required, in general, to 
walk by each inmate’s cell a minimum of 
once an hour.” 

Refugio blames himself for what hap¬ 
pened to Itzcoatl. “I had to sign the 
paperwork allowing my son to join the 
Marines at age 17,” he says. “I didn’t 
want him to go—I wanted him to go to 
college. But he said that once he turned 
18, he’d sign up anyway. So I signed for 
him to join but told him he had to take 
full responsibility for his actions.” 

Ocampo would eventually ship out 
to Iraq, never seeing any combat but 
returning a scarred man, according to 
family and friends. They say his military 
experience turned Ocampo into a killer, 
crimes for which he was awaiting trial 
before committing suicide. Refugio has 
no love lost for the Marines, claiming 
the corps didn’t help Itzcoatl get the 
psychological help he needed. 

“My son put his life on the line for 
this country,” Refugio says. “He went, 
and he served. And when he needed his 
country, it abandoned him.” 

Previous reports say that Refugio 
and a neighbor who served in Vietnam 
urged Itzcoatl to seek psychological 
care, but that Ocampo refused. Refu¬ 
gio argues the Marines should’ve been 
proactive in treating Ocampo—and 
that he’s not the only veteran who 
needs help. “There are more like him 
out there, but the government will 
not acknowledge it,” Refugio says. 
“There’s a lot of others, but they 
refuse to help them. To train someone 
to kill, [the military] needs to disen¬ 
gage them—but the government just 
throws them back in. They’re not tak¬ 
ing full responsibility. 

“I love this country,” Refugio con¬ 
cludes, “but the people who run it are a 
bag of shit.” 

His youngest son, Mixcoatl, is cur¬ 
rently in Afghanistan with the Army and 
does not yet know about his brother’s 
suicide. He’s almost as much in the dark 
as Refugio. 

Itzcoatl’s body won’t be turned over 
to his family for a while, pending an 
OCDA investigation. Refugio plans to 
have his son cremated, per his wishes, 
but doesn’t know when that’ll happen. 
“We don’t know what’s next,” he says. 
“No one’s telling us.” 

The Ocampos intend to scatter 
their son’s ashes at Marine Corps Base 
Camp Pendleton. 

“They’re not going to let us,” Refugio 
admits, drawing one last puff before 
putting out his cigarette. “But we’re 
going to do it.”

R oom 525 at El Modena High 
School in Orange is normally 
where chemistry classes are held, 
and the decor lets you know it: tacked- 
up periodic tables, shelved science text¬ 
books, noisy and uncomfortable metal 
stools, and shiny jet-black countertops 
on which students conduct simple and 
not-so-simple experiments. On one wall 
is a chart explaining how, when light 
hits a prism, a rainbow is formed. 

Oh, wait... that’s actually a rain¬ 
bow flag. Which makes total sense 
because room 525 is also where the 
El Modena Gay-Straight Alliance 
(GSA) club holds its meetings every 
other Wednesday. There are other 
pride emblems sprinkled around: a 
HATE-FREE ZONE magnet stuck on a 
cabinet, and several signs encouraging 
equality and diversity. 

Symbols and slogans are nice and all, 
but for GSA student leaders Heather 
Carillo and Amanda Gremling, there’s 
work to be done. Like making sure they 
have enough rainbow-hued LOVE IS 
LOVE buttons to sell at fund-raisers, 
as well as the official club T-shirts 
that proclaim, ‘T AM GAY/I AM 
LESBIAN/I AM STRAIGHT/I AM 
BISEXUAL/I AM HUMAN.” Proceeds 
go toward club events, such as buying 
pizza, snacks and drinks for after¬ 
school movies with gay themes—Per/cs 
of Being a Wallflower seems to be a 
popular choice for next week. 

It’s not as if there’s an entrance 
exam or anything, but no one has to be 
gay to be a member of the club—Car¬ 
illo and Gremling are both straight— 
and they accept anyone who wants to 
be part of a friendly, welcoming group 
of peers. 

“It’s basically a place where you can 
go for half an hour and people won’t 
judge you—and where you’ll be loved 
on,” says Gremling. “We talk about gay 
marriage and current events all the time 


and how we feel about them. There’s 
always something new.” 

“We tolerate everyone,” Carillo says, 
“even people who have different views 
and want to come see what we’re about.” 

Meetings average around 15 members, 
a fairly decent retention rate from the 60 
curious students who packed room 525 
at the beginning of the academic year. 

“The start of each year is when stu¬ 
dents find out about the club,” says 
Ernesto Nodado, the chemistry teacher 
who advises the group and lets the GSA 
meet in his classroom. “Just the fact 
that the GSA is here matters. Even if 
a student isn’t comfortable enough to 
attend one meeting during the entire 
four years here, at least the students 
who come on that first day will know it 
exists. It lets students know that there’s 
a safe place.” 

A safe place. 

Like Anthony always wanted. 

A nthony Colin was a wiry 15-year- 
old with a mop of black hair, into 
which he would sometimes streak 
a lovely shade of purple. In 1999, he was 


also one of El Modena’s few (if not only) 
openly gay students. Flamboyant and out¬ 
spoken, his personality would make him a 
frequent target for taunting and bullying 
from less-than-tolerant peers, something 
he had endured since an early age. 

“In kindergarten, Tony had a long 
braid, but on the second day of school, 
another student referred to him as a 
girl,” says Jessie Colin, Anthony’s mom. 
“He came home crying, and I cut his 
braid for him.” 

The abuse was constant throughout 
elementary school and junior high, and 
many students were suspended for the 
appalling way they treated him. 

When he was 13, he decided it was time 
to reveal his orientation to his mom. 

“He came home from seventh grade 
looking sad and very scared, and said, 
‘Mom, I’m gay’ I started laughing and told 
him, ‘You’re only 13 years old—how can 
you make such an adult decision?’ He said, 
‘Mom, I know’ I said, ‘Okay, we’ll talk 
about it again, but you’re not in trouble.’” 

Freshly out, Colin found plenty of love, 
support and acceptance among his family 
and friends—“I used to tell my son God 


makes no mistakes, only man does,” Jes¬ 
sie remembers—but his public-school life 
remained harsh and hellish. By the time 
he reached El Modena, the harassment 
became straight-up violent. 

“Students threw full soda cans and 
food at him,” Jessie recalls. “People tried 
to trip him. He couldn’t use the boys’ 
bathroom because he was bullied there, 
so he had to use the bathroom near the 
principal’s office. He started in ninth 
grade taking P.E., but he was transferred 
to written RE. because students were 
cruel to him during RE. class. He was 
called ‘queer,’ ‘sissy’ and ‘faggot’ in RE. 
and all day long.” 

Colin finally had enough. Spurred by 
the murder of Matthew Shepard a year 
earlier, he decided to form a Gay-Straight 
Alliance club on campus, so he and 
anyone else at El Modena would have 
a place, even for a little while, that was 
free from hostility. Similar GSA groups 
were beginning to pop up on high-school 
campuses all around the country at the 
time—including one at Fountain Valley 
High, which this year celebrated its 20th 
anniversary—so, Colin thought, why not 
one at ElMo? 

Jessie Colin thought it was a fantas¬ 
tic idea. 

But there couldn’t have been a worse 
place to try to get one started. 

C arillo and Gremling, El Modena’s 
current GSA leaders, were only 3 
years old in 1999, and Nodado, the 
adviser, had yet to make his way to Orange 
County. So every year before the group’s 
first meeting begins, social-sciences 
teacher Heather Chapman drops by to give 
the students a history lesson of the club, 
one forgotten almost everywhere else. 

“It was a different time,” Chapman 
says. “Things are so much calmer now, but 
people don’t really know how bad it was. 
There were students in previous years 
who had tried to start a GSA, but they had 
been discouraged and were told no.” 

Back then. Chapman was a roving

teacher employed by the Orange Unified 
School District (OUSD), which El Modena 
is part of. New non-academic student-led 
clubs had to be approved by the OUSD 
school board. For much of the 1990s, a 
well-funded clandestine organization

called the Education Alliance had quietly 
gotten Christian conservatives elected to 
the board, correctly assuming that voters 
in the OUSD didn’t pay much attention 
to the candidates or their backgrounds. 
(Voter ignorance in the OUSD would 
manifest itself most famously in 2004, 
when fabulously entertaining conspiracy 
theorist Steve Rocco managed to get him¬ 


self elected simply by listing his occupa¬ 
tion as “teacher” on the ballot.) 

By 1999, conservatives held the major¬ 
ity of seats on the seven-member board, 
and they were seriously pissing some 
people off. The board removed on-cam- 
pus guidance counselors. They attempted 
to privatize the district’s food-services 
department, one that operated in the 
black and was cited for excellence by the 
U.S. Department of Agriculture. They 
tried to downplay evolution in the cur¬ 
riculum. They refused—under the guise 
of not wanting to be controlled by the 
federal government—to accept a $25,000 
grant intended for poor students. 

Individual members had made names 
for themselves as well. Martin Jacobson 
campaigned for his seat in 1993 wear¬ 
ing an electronic-surveillance bracelet, 
a reward he earned for blocking an 
abortion-clinic entrance, while Maureen 
Aschoff and Bill Lewis took campaign 
money from the Reverend Lou “Fred 
Phelps of Orange County” Sheldon and 
his Traditional Values Coalition. 

To this bunch, the idea that gay students 
even existed seemed completely foreign. 

Enter a certain 15-year-old who’s not 
only saying he’s gay, but also wants to 
start a club filled with them. 

C olin wasn’t 
alone. He got 
support from 
other students, and one 
of them. Heather Zetin, 
eventually became the 
club’s CO -founder. 

“I wanted there to 
be a safe place for gay 
kids,” Zetin explains. 
“Anthony was the only 
out gay kid at school 
that I knew of, and 
he would get called 
names. It was a pretty 
homophobic place, in 
general, but it got worse 
once word got out that 
we were trying to get a 
club going.” 

Colin applied to 
get the club started, 
but then-El Modena 
principal Nancy Mur- 
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ray ignored his request. Eventually, the 
OUSD board tried to hold a closed-door 
meeting on the matter, but when local 
media found out about it, the board was 
forced to go public. One issue was the 
group’s Gay-Straight Alliance name—the 
easily offended board had a problem 
with the word gay being used in any 
context and suggested strange linguistic 
tweaks, including rebranding it the Toler¬ 
ance Club. Board member Kathy Ward 
bizarrely suggested that “many people 
find the word straight offensive.” 

They scheduled a vote on whether 
to allow the club for Dec. 7,1999, which 
unsurprisingly attracted a ton of media 
scrutiny. Several TV-news crews did live 
remote reports outside the district office 
for their evening broadcasts. Crowds both 
pro- and anti-GSA yelled at one another. 

“There was a lot of irrational oppo¬ 
sition based on a misunderstanding 
of what the purpose of the club was, 
which was to promote respect,” says 
attorney David Codell. “The board 
members portrayed the club as if it only 
existed to promote sex, so some created 
this public hysteria.” 

Indeed, some on the board assumed 
that even the most benign discussion of 
gay issues among gay and gay-friendly 
teenagers would somehow lead directly 
to a pants-dropping orgy. 

“They would say really ugly, gross 
stuff that was completely off-topic,” 
says Chapman. 

Martin Jacobson was one of the more 
obscene offenders. He had ranted about 
material he claimed was used at a Mas¬ 


sachusetts GSA that taught kids how to 
engage in oral sex, anal sex and fisting; he 
warned that the ultimate goal of the El 
Modena GSA was “to legitimize homo¬ 
sexual behavior.... This battle is for the 
minds of children.” 

“One of the members said the El 
Modena GSA would show ‘blue’ films and 
other things that were more graphic,” 
Chapman recalls, “and Anthony whis¬ 
pered in my ear, ‘Miss Chapman, what is 
that?’ These kids had no idea what [the 
board members] were talking about.” 

Predictably, given the political bent of 
the board, it voted 7-0 to deny the GSA 
from forming. 

But on the club’s behalf. Codell and 
several other lawyers and plaintiffs 
wound up filing a federal lawsuit against 
the OUSD, arguing that the board was not 
only denying the GSA’s First Amendment 
rights, but that it was also in violation 
of the 1984 Federal Equal Access law. 
Originally written so religious and non- 
academic student-led groups could use 
public-school rooms when regular classes 
weren’t in session, the law also favored 
GSA clubs. 

The board’s response? It proposed 
to ban all 38 non-academic clubs in the 
OUSD, including such seemingly harm¬ 
less ones as the Black Student Union, 
rather than have the GSA forced down 
its throat. That idea went nowhere, so 
instead, it voted to require parental per¬ 
mission slips for all students who wanted 
to join clubs. 

The media frenzy spread. Colin and 
Zetin and El Modena’s GSA were written 


about in TIME, USA Today and The New 
York Times. By April, a glossy Colin—and 
his black nail polish—found himself on 
the cover of the national gay news maga¬ 
zine The Advocate. “GAY TEENS FIGHT 
BACK,” the cover blurbed. “Anthony 
Colin leads a new generation of high 
school activists out of the closet.” 

The GSA’s legal reps, meanwhile, 
sought—and won—a preliminary injunc¬ 
tion from U.S. District Court Judge 
David O. Carter against the OUSD to 
allow the club to meet until the end of 
the school year while the larger lawsuit 
wound through the courts. 


It was a historic victory—the first time 
an 5 rwhere in the country that a federal 
judge had ordered a public-school board 
to allow a GSA to meet on campus. 

“Anthony was thrilled; I was thrilled— 
it was huge,” says Codell. “The judge’s 
opinion was resounding. He really 
regarded this case as important and 
understood the real-life issues. And I 
think Anthony handled himself hero¬ 
ically. He was regarded as a hero by many 
in the LGBT community, and not only by 
students, but also by many adults who 
admired his bravery and courage. Starting

the club was a very noble way of respond¬ 
ing to all those years of bullying.” 

Once the OUSD board realized it 
would have to spend huge amounts of 
cash it didn’t have to defend the lawsuit, 
it folded. In September 2000, the board 
voted to finally allow the GSA to meet. 

The club has been meeting ever since. 

‘T’m really proud of what we did and 
that we set a precedent because it means 
that queer kids are going to have a bet¬ 
ter time and have somewhere to be safe 
and supported,” says Zetin. ‘Tt was really 
important to Anthony. He wanted to 
make the school and the world a better 
place for gay kids.” 
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A fter high school, Colin held sev¬ 
eral jobs. He worked in beauty 
salons and restaurants and did 
construction work for his father. Bob, an 
architect and contractor. 

“He’d spend the day ripping off roofs 
or installing fioors, then he’d come home, 
shower, put on some jazz and start cro¬ 
cheting,” Jessie says. 

Music, though, was his life. He loved 
to sing and hit the nearest karaoke bar, 
favoring smoky sirens such as Nina 
Simone, Sarah Vaughn and Billie Holi¬ 
day. He also started performing in drag 
shows in full makeup at the since-demol¬ 
ished Ozz nightclub in Buena Park. 

You can’t do drag unless you’ve got a 
great drag name, and Colin had one: Lady 
Justice, a nod to his win over the OUSD. 
He also had an Albert Einstein quote 
tattooed on his arm in commemoration: 
“Great spirits have always encountered 
violent opposition from mediocre minds.” 

“He chose Justice because of the fight 
he had, for his victory,” says Shadya Guz¬ 
man, a friend who instantly bonded with 
Colin when they met in 2004. “I found 
that out when we were watching TV one 
day, and Oprah came on—this was after 
I’d known him for a few years. He said, 
‘Oh, I was on that show!’ and I was like, 
‘Yeah, right.’ And he said ‘No, for real!’ 
That’s when he opened up about all that.” 

In some ways, it seemed Colin was 
growing tired of being known as a public 
activist. He spoke often at LGBT events 
and was given several awards for what he 
did at El Modena. The GSA was lauded 
by the Orange County Human Relations 
Commission and the City of West Holly¬ 
wood. But the attention was also exhaust¬ 
ing. 

“I think he had people who would be 
friends with him because of his associa¬ 
tion with the GSA, so maybe he held 
off telling people about that because 
he didn’t want them to know unless he 
knew where he stood in the relation¬ 
ship,” Guzman says. 

“Tony opened a whole new set of 
avenues for other teens to have a voice,” 
says Jessie. “But he used to say he never 
wanted to be a leader or a follower; he 
just wanted to be an individual.” 

Instead, Jessie says, her son became 
more of a personal activist. 

“He talked to gay kids on the telephone 
and on Facebook all the time to counsel 
them,” she says. “He would even talk to 
unwed mothers to help them. He would 
brinsf nresmant women into mv home so 


we could feed them. Tony’s big thing was 
respect. He wanted everyone to respect 
one another.” 

But self-worth issues began surfacing. 
Colin started experimenting with alcohol 
and drugs. He had severe bouts of depres¬ 
sion. Around 2008, he tested positive for 
HIV. As happy, cheerful and outgoing as 
he often appeared to friends and family, 
on the inside, he was struggling. 

“He would always be the first person 
to cheer someone up if they were down,” 
remembers Guzman. “He would make me 
laugh and give me guy advice, even if he 
was hurting inside. I told him he was strong 
and that he had been through all kinds of 
things, that he just needed to fight.” 

By the fall of 2011, Colin was experi¬ 
encing several health issues. Depression 
lingered, and he had foot surgery to cor¬ 
rect painful plantar fasciitis, which left 
him on crutches. For several years, he 
had been close friends with Shar Jack- 
son, an actress famous for her role on the 
TV series Moesha, as well as being the 
mother of Kevin Federline’s two children 
prior to his eventual short-lived marriage 
to Britney Spears. 

The Weekly made several unsuccessful 
attempts to contact Jackson for this story 
via a spokesperson. What follows is infor¬ 
mation that appears in a 2011 report from 
the Riverside County Sheriff’s Department 

Colin told Jackson that he used to 
self-mutilate, cutting his arms and legs. 
Over the course of several phone calls 
in November 2011 to Jackson, Colin 
expressed his feelings of despair. “What 
do I have to offer?” he wondered. “I’m 

sick_I do drugs.” Colin confided that 

he felt completely alone and told Jackson 
she was his only friend. 

Around noon on Nov. 21, 2011, Jack- 
son picked Colin up from his parents’ 
house in Orange, and the two drove to 
LA for some shopping. After stopping 
at a Buffalo Wild Wings for drinks, they 
returned to Jackson’s home in Corona 
in the evening, where Colin continued 
to drink into the early morning. At some 
point, Colin said he was stepping outside 
for a cigarette. A half-hour went by, and 
Colin didn’t return. 
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A friend of Jackson’s fam¬ 
ily was leaving the house and 
noticed Colin leaning against a 
tree nearby. The friend didn’t 
stop but called Jackson to let 
her know where Colin was. 
Jackson drove to the spot and 
rolled down her window to 
talk to Colin, but he didn’t 
respond. When she got out of 
her car, Jackson noticed that 
Colin was hanging from the 
tree, suspended by his neck 
from a 2.5-centimeter-wide 
red-leather bag strap. 

Jackson drove back to 
her house and got a rela¬ 
tive to call 911. They drove 
back to Anthony and cut him 
down. Paramedics arrived 
and attempted to resusci¬ 
tate Colin, but there was no 
response. He was pronounced 
dead at 3:55 a.m.

t hurt a lot of people, 

I so many people,” says 
I Guzman. ‘T wasn’t 
too close with his family, but 
at his services, I met his mother, Jessie, 
and she just gave me the biggest, warm¬ 
est hug and told me how much she loved 
me and how grateful she was to have me 
there. For her to be comforting me when 
she was the one who lost her son ...” 

Tears. 

“But I miss him dearly,” Guzman con¬ 
tinues. “I miss his smile and his laugh. 
And him telling me that I’m a crazy 
sexy bitch!” 

“It was a heartbreaking shock,” says 
Codell. “I had talked to him a few weeks 
before he died, just catching up as 
friends, finding out what he was up to. 
He was happy and doing well, and he 
had plans he was discussing with me. I 
think a thousand different things could 
have happened differently that day, and 
it would have been a different outcome. 

“One of the things that makes his death 
so very sad, though, is that one of the 
purposes of the club which we argued 
was to help prevent suicide. And when 
the judge wrote in his decision allowing 
the club to meet, he wrote, ‘This is a mat¬ 
ter of life and death.’ And he talked about 
how the suicide rate is so high for gay 
kids and how the purpose of the club is 
to provide support.” 

“One moment of bad judgment does

not sum up my son,” says Jessie. “There 
was so much more to the man.” 


F ourteen years after the GSA contro¬ 
versy, things look better not only for 
gay students at El Modena, but also 
for gay students at OC high schools every¬ 
where. There are GSA groups at nearly 50 
campuses. El Modena now has an anti¬ 
bullying policy, and there’s a big assembly 
each year on the topic. 

Chapman can’t see the current OUSD 
board ever attempting to shut down every 
student group—“They’re far brighter than 
that, and more reasonable and moderate 
in their thinking.” (In 2001, several OUSD 
board members—including Martin “Mistei 
Eister” Jacobson—were recalled by voters." 

Carillo and Gremling, the current El 
Modena GSA student leaders, are acutel} 
aware of the legacy Colin, Zetin, and all 
the club members who came and went 
in between have left them. They get that 
every time a student tells them thanks 
for being there for them, for existing, for 
trusting them enough to confide with 
them what they’re going through at 
school or home. 

“I’ve had people this year, especially 
freshmen, who tell us, ‘Yeah, keep 
going!”’ Gremling says. “There seems 
to be a lot of freshmen interested in us 
this year. The entire history of it is just 
so crazy and important. If we just gave 
it up, that would be a huge disappoint¬ 
ment to the people who’ve come before 
It would be sad if we just let it go.” 

“It’s really cool that we’re kind of 
famous,” says Carillo. “Being a leader of 
the GSA is my greatest accomplishment.” 

“It’s a real privilege for us to be the 
leaders of the GSA now,” says Gremling. 
“Miss Chapman says that when she tells 
us the story of the GSA, she always says 
that the thing that’s good about it now 
is that no one is getting jumped just for 
signing up. There’s no problem with 
being in it now. There’s no issue wearing 
our LOVE IS LOVE buttons every day.”

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Duck Steak 

Teemu’s Selanne Steak Tavern takes over French 75’s old space in Laguna Beach

T hough its Open Table page says 

Selanne Steak Tavern’s dress code 
is casual, you’d feel severely under¬ 
dressed in an 5 d;hing less than a collared 
shirt or the latest couture. Despite being 
called a tavern, the restaurant is not one, 
nor is it a sports bar. If you didn’t know 
Anaheim Ducks legend Teemu Selanne 
owned it, you’d assume it’s merely the latest 
place where the Laguna Beach elite gather 
to drop a hundred or so bucks on dinner. 
There is, in fact, no obvious Ducks memora¬ 
bilia on the walls, and no jerseyed fans sit at 
the bar. Selanne’s presence is limited to his 
very florid signature, which exists only on 
the sign outside and on the printed bar nap¬ 
kins. What you curious hockey fans should 
know is this: The restaurant is nothing less 
than one of the fanciest, most expensive 
places to eat in Laguna Beach right now. 
Weekend reservations need to be secured at 
least a week in advance. 

I’d been here when the building housed 
French 75 during a period of turmoil that 
eventually led to its demise. There was des¬ 
peration in the air then, as well as a cheesy 
lounge singer who banged away at a S 5 mthe- 
sizer in what, at the time, looked like a hob¬ 
bit’s house crossed with the worn, Victorian 
grandeur of Disney’s Haunted Mansion. 

The place looks nothing like that now. The 
walls have been whitewashed, the whole 
space updated to this century and surpris¬ 
ingly bright. And for the first time in years, 
every room in the sprawling property—the 
secluded upstairs loft, a tented patio, even 
the bar—was at capacity. 

Depending on your luck, one might get a 
table lined with white linen, a bare wooden 
tabletop or a cold metal surface upon which 
your elbows are in real danger of getting 
frostbite. There seems to be no reason other 
than randomness determining where you’ll 
be seated. We were relegated to one of 
those metal tables directly underneath two 
very large TVs near the bar—this despite 
reserving a week before. Was it because we 
were dressed as though we couldn’t afford 
the place? Probably not. But the thought 
did cross our minds. 

It was best I sat below the TVs anyway. A 
hockey game was on, and other than what 
the menu listed as the Lord Stanley Cut—a 
32-ounce $98-per-plate hunk of cow meant 
for two people—it was one of only a few 
reminders that a hockey player owned 
the place. The other was the well-done 
but otherwise unremarkable macaroni 
and cheese named for Selanne—the only 
dish that seems to have the player’s tacit 
endorsement. But does it say something 
that none of the steaks get such a distinc¬ 
tion? Again, probably not. But I would’ve 
ordered it if it did. 

Instead, I asked for the other steak in the 
Wag 5 m category that didn’t cost $98: the 
flat-iron, a relatively inexpensive cut from 
a breed known for being expensive. But 


when it was served, I was disheartened at 
the sight: It was pre-sliced and bled out to a 
gray pallor closer to well-done, even though 
I asked for medium. What’s more puz¬ 
zling was how the two slices on the ends 
were still inexplicably rare. It didn’t matter, 
though—every piece I ate had a taut chewi¬ 
ness that made me question whether the 
cow needed more massaging like its cod¬ 
dled Japanese cousins reportedly receive. 
Maybe a deep-tissue rubdown around the 
shoulders might have helped to work out 
the knots? 

The short rib was better, a boulder of 
beef braised with wine, which, unlike the 
steak dishes, comes with not just the few 
cipollini onions and sauteed mushrooms 
that seem standard, but an actual starch in 
its white polenta mound imbued with the 
sharp stench of gouda. You will, however, 
still need to order the vegetables a la carte. 
The creamed spinach might be a safer bet 
than the asparagus, which was overcooked 
to shriveled limpness on our night. 

But you know what turned out to be 


the best dish of the evening? It wasn’t the 
chef’s signature appetizer of a pair of sau¬ 
teed scallops with pickled chanterelles. 

Nor was it the signature soup of Maine 
lobster “cappuccino,” which sipped thickly 
like an ultra-buttery white bisque. And it 
wasn’t the raw oysters whose deliciousness 
can’t be credited to an 5 l;hing other than the 
pristine currents of Malpeque Bay. No, it 
was a salad—yes, a salad. And a great one 
at that: A beet is sliced thin, and then used 
like pasta to pocket creamy goat cheese, 
an inspired reinvention of a classic, with 
bits of hazelnut, spinach and a warm vinai¬ 
grette. Finally, a hat trick courtesy of exec¬ 
utive chef Joshua Severson, in a restaurant 
that has very little to do with hockey or 
Teemu Selanne.

LANTA THAI FUSION

F or this column, I've reviewed restau¬ 
rants based out of the loading areas of 
grocery stores. I've written about spots in 
gang-infested neighborhoods, in soulless 
South County cities, in shabby strip malls 
and abandoned shopping plazas. I might 
highlight a dive that's nothing more than 
a tent strung up from the side of a dry 
cleaner. But Lanta Thai Fusion easily wins 
the title for Worst Restaurant Location 
in OC. It's in a faux-adobe business park 
on Katella Avenue, between Glassell and 
Cambridge streets, the one you've sped 
past numerous times on the way to the 55 
freeway, only noticing the giant sign for 
Saffron Grill. You can try to park on the 
street and enter from what's technically 
the back of the place—but parking there 
is only for an hour and almost always 
occupied. Lanta's real entrance is found 
only by hanging a right at the liquor store 
down the street, then going through a 
dark alley that leads to a darker parking 
lot. There, you'll have to walk past scowl¬ 
ing men who just finished washing their 
chonis anhe next-door Laundromat. 

It's a shame because Lanta is a 
fabulous Thai restaurant, going beyond 
the pad Thai to try to offer a refined 
experience for mainstream audiences 
that doesn't water down the flavors. Flat- 
screen televisions hang above diners; 
one wall supports a communal booth that 
spans the length of the L-shaped dining 
room. A pinboard at the front of the res¬ 
taurant is filled with photos of customers, 
attesting to its popularity, damn the loca¬ 
tion, and each table has a card offering 
different wines and beers. The staff can 
go easy on palates—chicken larb, glass 
noodle soup, tofu fried any number of 
ways—and offer stuff to please actual 
Thais, from the amazing khao soi soup to 
kang pah, a curry that eschews coconut 
milk so the emphasis is on the zing of basil 
and curry powder. The fusion dishes here 
don't delve into Kogi territory—^just some 
pastas tossed with curry or chile sauce— 
but they're delicious, cheap and filling. 

The best way to eat here is the four- 
course menu: a spring roll and wonton 
as appetizer, a bowl of soup, your entree, 
and finally coconut ice cream that should 
be brought to room temperature just a bit 
before serving time but is nevertheless 
delicious. It's a dinner steal at $12 and is 
Lanta's best-seller. And as you walk back 
into that dark parking lotto head home, 
you'll marvel at how immigrants transform 
OC's drab into the divine.

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Working Men 

The actors almost save Out of the Furnace

he life of Russell Baze, a steel¬ 
worker in a Pennsylvania town 
just outside of Pittsburgh, may be 
drab and dreary, but he’s a good, hard¬ 
working man with a loving girlfriend. 

His younger brother, Rodney, has it 
tougher: A war vet suffering from PTSD, 
he hasn’t been able to readjust to life 
at home, falling in with the local thugs 
and turning to hare-knuckle brawl¬ 
ing to make a little scratch. Disaster 
strikes when Russell goes to prison on 
a drunk-driving charge—there, the only 
shiny thing in his life is the razor wire 
unspooled atop the prison walls. By the 
time he’s released, he has lost his girl¬ 
friend, and his brother has burrowed 
deeper into a life of trouble. As always, 
Russell acts responsibly—until he’s 
pushed to the limit. 

If that were the plot of a drive-in 
movie of the ’70s, you might actually 
want to see it—it’s a basic but sturdy idea 
that could have some juice. As it is, it’s 
the story director Scott Cooper tells in 
his somber drama Out of the Furnace, 


Out of the Furnace is calibrated 
to move us, which isn’t the 
same as drawing us invisibly 
and quietly into its world. 

and he squeezes precious few droplets 
of energy out of it. The picture is earnest 
to a fault, coming off like an exploration 
of how “the little people” live, so care¬ 
fully written that it veritably trumpets 
how remote it is from the grittiness of 
its subject matter. You can almost hear 
the gears humming: Out of the Furnace 
is calibrated to move us, which isn’t the 
same as drawing us invisibly and quietly 
into its world. 

The paradox of overwritten movies 
such as Out of the Furnace is they often 
provide good showcases for actors. Coo¬ 
per previously made 2009’s Crazy Heart, 
casting Jeff Bridges as a faded country 
star—his performance was a thing of 
grizzled beauty. In Out of the Furnace, 
Cooper has chosen his actors with obvi¬ 


ous care: Christian Bale plays the dutiful 
Russell; Casey Affleck is the wa 5 rward 
Rodney. Willem Dafoe shows up as 
a small-town crime kingpin. Woody 
Harrelson is a tattooed goon from the 
remote Ramapo Mountains—in the 
movie’s terms, a “don’t go thar” place if 
ever there was one. Zoe Saldana has the 
thankless role of the sweet girlfriend, 
though she adds more layers of subtlety 
than many actresses could. And Sam 
Shepard shows up for his 10 or so min¬ 
utes of screentime, which seems to be 
the norm for him these days. (If only we 
could see more of him.) 

Cooper, who co-wrote the script with 
Brad Ingelsby, seems to understand the 
things actors want out of roles. Maybe 
that’s one way he gets the best out of 
them, particularly in the case of Affleck. 
Even in some of his acclaimed perfor¬ 
mances—such as the one he gave in 
The Assassination of Jesse James By the 
Coward Robert Eord—Affleck often gives 
off the aura of trying too hard, albeit in 
his characteristically laid-back way. But 
here, with his watery, colorless voice and 
zonked-out gaze, he makes an extremely 
believable lost soul—you can see why 
Russell would strive to protect him. But 
the performance is even more interest¬ 
ing for the sparks of defiance Affleck 
shoots into it. The more Russell tries to 
coddle Rodney, the surlier he becomes. 


His pride is muddled—and ultimately 
defeated—by his aimlessness. 

But it’s Bale who’s most surprising. 
Typically, he’s a conscientious, thought¬ 
ful actor—maybe too thoughtful, as evi¬ 
denced by the way his veins throb in his 
temples throughout those stolid, boring 
Batman performances. He’s so intense 
he can even control the rate at which 
blood flows through his body. But, oddly 
enough, even in this very serious-minded 
role, he’s much looser and more relaxed 
than usual. His scenes with Saldana are 
the finest: He may be a heavily tattooed 
working guy, hardened by the usual life 
struggles, but his tenderness with her 
makes him seem almost fragile, a garden 
flower with muscles. In these moments, 
he’s more like the old Bale, the one who 
was so extraordinary and perceptive in 
Gillian Armstrong’s 1994 Little Women. 
Cooper may have gone overboard in 
delineating the hardships of blue-collar 
life in Out of the Furnace. But he has a 
gift for getting actors to put some muscle 
into their work—and enough finesse to 
make sure the sweat doesn’t show.

ALL IS LOST The title All Is Lost promises 
despair, especially with Robert Redford 
looking so stolid and weathered and 
still-got-it golden on the poster. Could 
this near-silent, you-are-there survival 
story be another of Redford's yawps 
of boomer gloom? Fortunately, this 
intimate, somewhat terrifying thriller 
is much better than that, something no 
Redford movie has been in the lifetime 
of many filmgoers: a genuine nail-biter, 
scrupulously made and fully involving, 
elemental in its simplicity. Redford stars 
with just a yacht, a lifeboat, a ship¬ 
ping crate, a million miles of pitiless 
ocean, and what might be the movies' 
most indefatigable hairpiece. Outside 
a snatch of voiceover in the opening 
seconds, he speaks only four or so 
times the whole film. For once, he's not 
the suave master of everything around 
him—he's just a guy, trying not to die. A 
fabulously wealthy and capable guy, of 
course. In the first moments, Redford's 


character awakens on his fancypants 
boat to discover that even the insulated 
rich sometimes take a hit from global¬ 
ization—in the form of one of those 
one-size-fits-all shipping crates, a float¬ 
ing boxcar that has spilled off a trawler 
and cracked Redford's yacht. Flis radio 
is fried, the boat is sinking, the nearest 
shipping lanes are hundreds of miles 
away. Director J.C. Chandor shrewdly 
handles the complex cause-and-effect 
of maritime life: It's always clear what 
each rope Redford handles is attached 
to, and there's wonderful tension in 
moments when the star is clambering 
from bow to stern; those surfaces are 
slick, those waves unpredictable, that 
ocean sickeningly dark. The simplest 
tasks prove suspenseful, and the dif¬ 
ficult ones—shimmying up the mast, or 
fishing in shark-infested waters—are 
hold-your-breath stuff. (PG-13) Alan 
Scherstuhl.

It's only now that we're getting a sequel 
to one of the most exuberant and astute 
black ensemble comedies, Malcolm D. 
Lee's 1999 The Best Man. The Best Man 
Holiday picks up 14 years after The 
Best Man left off, and an early montage 
gets newcomers quickly up to speed 
on the four male leads, as well as their 
significant others, exes, or would-be 
exes. Flarper, the once-successful 
author played by Taye Diggs, has fallen 
on hard times: Writer's block has hit 
him hard. It doesn't help that he and 
his wife (Sanaa Lathan) are expect¬ 
ing their first child after a long fertility 
struggle. Plus, it's Christmas time, and 
they've been invited to spend a holiday 
weekend with his former best friend, 
upstanding pro football player Lance 
(Morris Chestnut), his sweet, self-sacri¬ 
ficing wife (Monica Calhoun), and their 
four—count 'em!—beautiful and well- 
behaved children. Diggs and Chestnut's 
characters have had something of a 
falling out, and their other pals, also 
invited for this weekend of revelry and 
revelations, have problems of their own. 
Lee throws in everything he can grab: 
Love, sex, money, jealousy, interracial 
romance, mortal illness, childbirth— 
there's even a dance number. Lee 
can't quite juggle it all, and the picture 
drags a bit through its last third, but he 
coaxes us to step in and listen, and the 
very casualness of his invitation is the 
key to the joyousness of The Best Man 
Holiday, flaws be damned. (R) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Countywide. 

THE BOOKTHIEF It had to happen: 
There's so much voiceover narration in 
today's movies that it was only a mat¬ 
ter of time before somebody made a 
picture narrated by that life of the party 
himself. Death. The Grim Reaper deliv¬ 
ers the opening monologue of The Book 
Thief, Brian Percival's adaptation of 
Markus Zusak's novel about a somber, 
precocious schoolgirl in Nazi Germany. 
It's 1938 and young Liesel (played by 
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“A haunting examination of 
the Mexican drug war and the 
music industry it has spawned.” 
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French newcomer Sophie Nelisse), for 
reasons that aren't immediately spelled 
out, has been dispatched to a small 
German town to live with a new family, 
twinkling Flans (Geoffrey Rush) and 
scowling Rosa (Emily Watson). Liesel's 
problems mount when she starts 
school: Fler teacher and classmates 
learn, to her shame, that she can't 
read. But with the help of good-natured 
Flans, Liesel soon discovers the power 
of words. She also forges one of those 
sweet kiddie romances with a neighbor 
boy, Rudy (Nico Liersch), who, with his 
spun-gold hair and Teutonic features, 
would make a fine Flitler Youth in train¬ 
ing, though he's a good kid and has 
no such ambitions. Still, the two are 
caught up in their times: Their school 
uniforms are decorated with swastikas, 
and they join their schoolmates in sing¬ 
ing nationalistic anthems. Books have 
become dangerous objects, but it's too 
late for word-loving Liesel to turn back; 
she loves them too much, and so she 
must resort to illicit means to get them. 
Nelisse makes a good heroine, with her 
arresting face and watchful eyes. But 
The Book Thief is just too tidy to have 
much impact. Late in the movie, the kids 
stand at the edge of a river, shouting, 

"I hate Flitler!" into oblivion. Take that, 
Fiihrer! (PG-13) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

DALLAS BUYERS CLUB Matthew 
McConaughey lost 40 pounds to play 
AIDS victim, entrepreneur, and ad-hoc 
activist Ron Woodruff in Dallas Buyers 
Club. Flis figure is so attenuated you 
can almost hear his bones cracking; his 
gait is that of a slow-motion alien, his 
neck one long stretch of tendons. But 
there's never a moment when you don't 
see the whole person. McConaughey's 
Woodruff is a fully rounded "y'all go 
fuck yourselves" folk hero. Woodruff 
was a real person, an electrician 
from Dallas diagnosed with FIIV in 
1985—he'd contracted the virus from a 
forgotten heterosexual encounter—and 
given 30 days to live. Dallas Buyers 
Club, directed by Jean-Marc Vallee, 
shows how Woodruff fought. Unable to 
partake of the then-experimental AZT, 
he began obtaining the drug through 
back channels, selling it at a profit to 
those in need, and also using it to keep 
himself alive. Previously, Woodruff 
had seen AIDS as "the gay disease." 
But the more he learned about the 
virus and its possible treatments, the 
more he came to care about his fellow 
sufferers. What's remarkable about 
Dallas Buyers Club is its lack of senti¬ 
mentality. The movie, like its star, is all 
angles and elbows, earning its emotion 
through sheer pragmatism. Woodruff, 
a man with a job to do, enlists help 
from a number of acquaintances, usu¬ 
ally by first taking advantage of them. 
They include his physician. Eve Saks 
(Jennifer Garner), and a fellow AIDS 
patient named Rayon (Jared Leto), a 
transsexual who, in a marvelous scene, 
manages to both charm and challenge 
the (at first) aggressively homophobic 
Woodruff. They begin a business 
partnership that evolves into a friend¬ 
ship, bickering like the Floneymooners 
all the way. (R) Stephanie Zacharek. 
Countywide. 

DELIVERY MAN Imagine an alternate 
history for Vince Vaughn. What if, 

18 years ago, instead of rehearsing 
Swingers during the day and sam¬ 
pling Los Angeles' starlets at night, 
he channeled his sexual energy into 
masturbating for cash at a sperm bank? 
Fie could have become Delivery Man's 
David Wozniak, father of 533 children, 
of whom 142 want to meet the mystery 
donor who artificially inseminated 
their moms. The mothers are invisible. 
Sure, they bought the juice, carried 
the fetuses, and raised the infants to 
adulthood. But this comedy is strictly 
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XY. Wozniak (Vaughn) meets all sorts of 
kids—lifeguards, historical re-enactors, 
buskers, drunks—each of whom seems 
to have a 6-foot-5 hole in their lives that 
only he can fill. Fle's not just an onanis- 
tic slacker or a minimum-wage butcher 
facing a stack of parking tickets and 
gambling debts: Fle's their guard¬ 
ian angel. Flollywood hails men like 
David Wozniak as wastrel kings; Seth 
Rogen, Jason Segel, and Vince Vaughn 
descend from an ignoble line that 
traces back to The Dude and Spicoli. 
But Delivery Man hails from Quebec, 
where writer/director Ken Scott 
originally shot it with French-speaking 
comedian Patrick Fluard, which means 
America has successfully exported the 
slacker and is now getting him bounced 
back to us like crabs. Scott has even 
dumbed it down a notch. Merde. 
l-m being a little cruel to poor, dumb 
Delivery Man. It-s no better nor worse 
than the rest of its kin—unless you're a 
woman who believes in the existence 
of moms. But l-m also not sure why 
Delivery Man exists, except to appeal 
to a narrow Venn diagram of dude-bros 
who also change diapers. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

FREE BIRDS Free Birds, an animated 
wingding from director Jimmy Flayward 
(Horton Hears a Who!}, offers a vision 
of a kinder, gentler Thanksgiving. 

Reggie (voiced by Owen Wilson) is 
a young turkey with a higher-than- 
average IQ, which means he knows his 
days are numbered. But Reggie sees 
a way out when the President comes 
through town to pardon one lucky 
turkey. (As voiced by Flayward, he's a 
Bill Clinton sound-alike with a cheer¬ 
ful corndog drawl.) Reggie is lucky 
enough to be the chosen bird, and he's 
whisked off to Camp David, where he's 
introduced to the pleasures of TV and 
pizza delivery. No turkey ever had it so 
good. But fate intervenes in the form of 
a bigger, more ambitious turkey named 
Jake (Woody Flarrelson), who urges the 
reluctant Reggie to travel back in time 
and alter mankind's holiday-eating hab¬ 
its. Via a giant talking space egg named 
S.T.E.V.E. (that stands for Space Time 
Exploration Vehicle Envoy, and its voice 
belongs to George Take!), they whiz 
back to Plymouth circa 1621, where 
they try to destroy the gunpowder stash 
of Myles Standish (Colm Meaney) to 
keep turkeykind safe from his muskets. 
Their plan goes awry, and they're saved 
by a plucky girl-turkey named Jenny 
(Amy Poehler). She serves as Reggie's 
love interest, though she's also destined 
for great things within her own turkey 
tribe. Free Birds is so unhinged that it 
could almost work. It doesn't, at least 
not after Reggie leaves the comfort 
of Camp David behind. Like so many 
animated features these days. Free 
Birds tries to pack too much in; the 
picture feels cramped and cluttered, 
and, despite its occasionally manic 
action, it moves as slowly as a fattened 
bird waddling toward its doom. (PG) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

FROZEN It's no secret that Disney prin¬ 
cess films are formulaic, and the fact 
that Chris Buck and Jennifer Lee's 
Frozen is entertaining without being 
groundbreaking just confirms that the 
formula works. On her coronation day, 
Elsa (Idina Menzel) and her mysterious 
ice-making powers unwittingly plunge 
her realm into an unseasonable winter, 
and it's up to younger sister Anna 
(Kristen Bell)—accompanied by hunky 
icemonger Kristoff (Jonathan Groff) 
and snowman Olaf (Josh Gad)—to find 
Elsa and make her thaw everything. 

As is Disney's wont in recent years. 
Frozen apes the Pixar style of character 
animation and attention to textures; 
the fjord-based settings are gor¬ 
geous, and Anna's bedhead deserves 
its own Oscar. Unfortunately, from a 
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marketing standpoint, Frozen feels like 
Disney course-correcting the princess 
canon after Pixar's progressive turn in 
Brave. Like Brave's Princess Merida, 
Frozen's Princess Anna is a spunky 
redhead with a preference for green 
clothes—but she's also thinner, more 
conventionally pretty, and yearns for 
the domestic life that was anathema 
to the independent, tomboyish, and 
difficult-to-merchandise Merida. 

(Disney princesses are a commodity, 
after all.) That said. Frozen is a fun ride 
with some catchy tunes, though "Do 
You Want to Build a Snowman" fails to 
dethrone Cannibal! The Musical's "Let's 
Build a Snowman" as cinema's reigning 
song about snowman-building. (PG) 
Sherilyn Connelly. Countywide. 

HOMEFRONT Once upon a time—the 
1980s—you could walk into a movie 
theater any day of the year, plop down 
a few bucks, and watch one man kick 
another man's ass. Not every action 
flick was great, but most were good 
enough, the film equivalent of pizza. 
Back then, Jason Statham, the star of 
the new action drama Homefront—and 
another two dozen just like it—would 
have been a forgettable punching 
bag. Today, he's an action lover's last 
hope. Today's stunt heroes don't have 
Arnold Schwarzenegger's swagger, 
Jean-Claude Van Damme's splits, or 
Sylvester Stallone's operatic flop- 
sweat. Statham has no hook, not even 
a memorable mustache. Instead, he 
seems glumly determined to convince 
us he can act. Statham plays ex-DEA 
agent Phil Broker, hiding in Louisiana 
from a gang he busted. When his nine- 
year-old daughter punches the school 
bully in the nose, she precipitates a 
chain of clan violence, angering the 
boy's redneck mom (Kate Bosworth, 
improbably), her drug-dealing brother 
(James Franco, ironically), his biker 
girlfriend (Winona Ryder, unabashedly), 
and her outlaw acquaintances, who 
are thrilled the fed who set up their 
friends has resurfaced. I'd pay good 
money for a spin-off about Bosworth 
and Franco's swamp family, with their 
high cheekbones and violent glee. 
Imagine their Christmas cards. Alas, 
we're stuck in this flick, which builds to 
a deadly climax designed to vindicate 
stand-your-ground laws. Statham can 
deliver the hits—he literally fights two 
men with his hands tied behind his 
back—and here he officially passes the 
Schwarzenegger Star Test: playing a 
regular American guy without masking 
his European accent. Fie needs to make 
us love him, though. (R) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

THE HUNGER GAMES: CATCHING 
FIRE Both Stephenie Meyer's Twilight 
and Suzanne Collins' Hunger Games 
sagas invert Jan and Dean's Surf City 
ideal. Two boys for every girl! That 
ought to double the fun, but really it 
only multiplies the headaches. Jennifer 
Lawrence's earthy enchantress, Katniss 
Everdeen, is just figuring that out in The 
Hunger Games: Catching Fire, directed 
by Francis Lawrence (taking the reins 
from Gary Ross), which picks up exactly 
where the first movie left off. Katniss 
has survived the kid-killing-kid games, 
thanks to her crackerjack archery skills 
and even more impressive disdain for 
authority. Fler district co-competitor, 
Peeta (Josh Flutcherson), who is 
not-so-secretly in love with her, has 
survived, too, but Katniss isn't sure 
how she feels. She's been best friends 
forever with another lad. Gale (Liam 
Flemsworth), and as Catching Fire 
opens, he catches her off-guard and 
plants one hell of a confusing kiss on 
her lips. Katniss may not have room in 
her life for one guy. What's she sup¬ 
posed to do with two? As it turns out, 
mere survival takes up most of her 
time. The evil elders of Panem—led 


by Donald Sutherland, a naughty big- 
daddy silver fox if ever there was one— 
recognize that her rebellious streak 
and celebrity status threaten their 
omnipotence. Their solution: forcing her 
to her compete in an all-star Flunger 
Games playoff, devising even deadlier 
challenges than the last time. Catching 
Fire suffers from the movie equivalent 
of middle-book syndrome: The story is 
on its way to being something, maybe, 
but doesn't add up to much itself. 

Still, it's entertaining as civics lessons 
go, and it's a more polished, assured 
picture than its predecessor. (PG-13) 
Stephanie Zacharek. Countywide. 

LAST VEGAS A new iteration of the 
dude-bro Dionysian comedy. Last Vegas 
is a reverse Mentos commercial in 
which the clever old people have to 
outwit the entitled, selfish young people 
in order to get into the nightclub or yank 
a casino's penthouse suite away from a 
formerly respectable hip-hop artist now 
slumming in lazy, mid-budget comedies. 
Presumably, the cast's enthusiasm to 
work together was greater than their 
enthusiasm for the script, a sitcom-level 
tissue of broad jokes, flat gags and lazy 
coincidences. But what the film has 
in spades is charm, its four co-stars 
leveraging obvious mutual admiration 
and roughly 160 man-years of comic 
experience for some genuine onscreen 
chemistry. When 70-year-old bachelor 
Billy (Michael Douglas) proposes to his 
much-younger girlfriend—at a funeral, 
while delivering the eulogy—his three 
childhood friends insist on throwing 
him the same Las Vegas bachelor party 
he'd thrown in their honor decades 
before. Sam (Kevin Kline), who hasn't 
boned his wife in a decade, gets tacit 
permission to cheat during the long 
weekend. Paddy (Robert De Niro) is in 
extended mourning for his deceased 
wife. And Archie (Morgan Freeman, 
who is the greatest), a twice-divorced 
stroke survivor in fear of recurrence, 
has consigned himself to a hermetic 
life in his overprotective son's home. 

The film's hidden asset is the luminous 
Mary Steenburgen, funny and gorgeous 
as an empty-nest mom turned lounge 
chanteuse who beguiles the dudes with 
age-appropriate flirting and arch humor. 
The characters are totally passive— 
money, drinks, women and unexpected 
acclaim shower down on the elder-bros 
like Werther's Originals from God's own 
cardigan pocket, completely unearned 
by the characters or the screenplay. 
(PG-13) Chris Packham. Countywide. 

NEBRASKA When your eyes are old, it's 
hard to read the fine print. Add boredom, 
gullibility, and desperation to leave 
some cash to family when you die, and 
you're ripe for exploitation. In Alexander 
Payne's endearingly gruff Nebraska, 
ex-auto mechanic Woody Grant (Bruce 
Dern, with a wild, white puff of hair) plays 
a sucker senior citizen who believes he's 
won the millions a sweepstakes letter 
teases him with. But our sympathies are 
with his exasperated sons, David and 
Ross (Will Forte and Bob Odenkirk), who 
must gingerly convince their father that 
he's a fool. Naturally, he thinks they're 
morons for not immediately offering 
to drive him from Billings, Montana, to 
Lincoln, Nebraska, to claim his winning 
check. To keep Woody from walking 
alone—not that wife Kate (June Squibb) 
would mind being a widow—needier 
David reluctantly chauffeurs him while 
trying and failing to steer the old alco¬ 
holic away from bars. Argues Woody, 
"Beer ain't drinking." Nebraska sounds 
like a saccharine road trip flick, the type 
that ends in a hug. David wishes it were, 
but Woody couldn't care less about fam¬ 
ily bonding. When David asks why he 
even bothered to marry and spawn two 
sons. Woody grunts, "I liked to screw, 
and your mother's a Catholic, so you 
figure it out." Payne even drains the film 


of color, shooting Woody's odyssey in 
unsentimental black and white—the bet¬ 
ter to show the dirt in the snow and the 
lines in Dern's face. That Payne trusts us, 
too, to find the heart in his chilly film feels 
like a gift as we begin the slog of a holi¬ 
day season where Flollywood slobber- 
ingly begs us to feel. (R) Amy Nicholson. 
Countywide. 

OLDBOY Unlike the Park Chan-wook 
picture it's based on. Spike Lee's 
Oldboy is drab and humorless, devoid 
of the stylistic curlicues that can get 
you through even a bad Spike Lee 
film. Like its hero, a clueless lug who's 
imprisoned for 20 years by an invisible 
captor for a transgression he doesn't 
remember committing, it stumbles 
onto the movie landscape, blinking in 
the glare and wondering. Where am 
I? Where did I come from? It's not just 
a movie about brainwashing; it's a 
brainwashed movie. You'd need to have 
completely forgotten Park's original to 
get any electrical charge off Lee's ver¬ 
sion. Josh Brolin plays Joe Doucett, a 
bumbling and not particularly lovable 
drunk who awakens in a prison cell that 
resembles a cut-rate motel room. Fie 
sees no human beings other than the 
ones on his TV set, and even that brings 
bad news: Watching a true-crime show, 
he learns that the world believes he has 
vanished after raping and murdering his 
wife, essentially leaving his daughter 
an orphan. The sight of his little girl 
brings tears—transformation alert!—to 
this jamoke's eyes. And then one day 
he's spilled back out into the world 
with a smartphone and a black suit. 
Whenever the phone rings, it's a creepy 
caller dropping mysterious directives 
in his lap. Luckily, Doucett meets Marie 
(Elizabeth Olsen), a humanitarian aid 
worker. She's the sunny-day counter¬ 
part to his thundercloud mug, eager to 
help him unravel his mysteries, even 
though his sexual charisma is trans¬ 
lated only through the occasional grunt 
and the fact that he looks like a con¬ 
stipated Michael Shannon. There's no 
poetry in his soul. And you can't make 
O/dboy without poetry. (R) Stephanie

PHILOMENA The great sins of the 20th 
century are already too many to list, but 
let us note one more: the abduction of 
infants from mothers deemed unworthy 
or undesirable by governments and 
religious institutions. Thousands of 
children were kidnapped from leftist 
parents during Argentina's and Spain's 
dictatorships. Based on actual events, 
Stephen Frears' Philomena adds 
another country to that list, Ireland, 
where the Catholic Church carried out 
the theft and trade of children born to 
unwed mothers. This affecting, impres¬ 
sively intelligent drama follows one 
elderly woman's search for her biologi¬ 
cal son, who was sold without her per¬ 
mission five decades earlier. Given that 
grim premise, Philomena is remarkably 
funny. Steve Coogan plays Martin, a 
Labour party aide to the Blair adminis¬ 
tration who gets sacked for describing 
9/11 as "a good day to bury bad news." 
Fie slums it for a while as a journalist 
and eventually meets Philomena (Judi 
Dench), who has kept silent about her 
stolen firstborn, Tony, until now. Already 
reluctant to speak ill of the Church, she 
bristles when Martin tries to pigeonhole 
her into victimhood. Philomena agrees 
to have her story told on the condition 
that Martin help her find Tony. With 
her Edith Bunker haircut and granny 
glasses, Philomena might well be in 
the same sewing circle as the "bigoted 
woman" who asked Gordon Brown 
where all the immigrants were suddenly 
coming from. But it becomes clear that 
"Phil" sits on a stockpile of wisdom that 
she squirrels away for a rainy day. The 
grande dame's performance, alternately 
goofy and grave, is an absolute tour 


de force. (Not Rated) Inkoo Kang.

THOR: THE DARK WORLD Among the 
Avengers, Thor should reign supreme. 
Sure, Captain America is the leader, 
but even he's just a jacked-up human.

Thor's astral home is twinklier, 
the Rainbow Bridge is rainbowier, and 
the villains, well, are still grim-faced 
aliens—haven't we killed six kinds 
of them already?—equipped with yet 
another raw element of destruction.

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Kraft Work 

Laguna Art Museunn closes its ‘ex-pose’ series with British artist Richard Kraft

D uring this holiday season, as we 
enumerate the things we are 
thankful for, let us include Laguna 
Art Museum’s “ex‘pose.” British artist 
Richard Kraft, based in Los Angeles, is 
the fifth to be represented in this intrigu¬ 
ing series curated by Grace Kook-Ander¬ 
son, and while his comic collage is forget¬ 
table, his ambitious installation “Which 
Is to Say”—10 films shot in Los 
Angeles, New York and India, 
projected simultaneously from 
10 projectors—is perfection. 

The five panels of the col¬ 
lage Here Comes Kitty: A 
Comic Opera use a Polish Cold 
War-era comic book about a 
Soviet spy posing as a Nazi as 
source material, with Kraft 
adding birds, weight lifters, 
demon babies, obscure sym¬ 
bols and other random clip 
art to the pages and altering 
the dialogue with obscenities 
and non sequiturs, turning it 
all into a nonsensical mess. I 
expect his intent is to show up 
the inherent ridiculousness of 
propaganda—a manipulation of 
the manipulators, if you will- 
hut without Kook-Anderson’s 
curator notes, it’s not even clear 
that propaganda is being pil¬ 
loried. Kraft’s collages operate 
from the punk aesthetic inher¬ 
ent in the medium—separate 
pictures from their source, 
mash them together, and the 
Burroughsian end result can’t 
help but change meaning, com¬ 
ment on itself or create some¬ 
thing new—but Here Comes Kitty 
feels like a bark without any bite, 
demanding we look, but then not 
bothering to provide anything 
visually interesting enough to 
work as art or snarky-smart 
enough to get us thinking about 
the political horrors behind it. 

Aside from one or two slaps 
at fascism and conformity, the 
slapdash feel of the work tells us 
there’s nothing happening here, 
folks—just keep walking. 

That seeming nonchalance 
about content is nowhere to be seen 
on the 10 screens in the larger gallery. 
Expertly framed and photographed, 
shifting every 10 minutes or so, Kraft’s 
demanding installation does not give 
up its secrets easily, requiring you take 
enough time to watch the bulk of the 
films at least as long as you’re able. 
Expecting anyone to watch something 
longer than a YouTube video these days 
can be tough-going, but the payoff is 
worth it: Under the loving eye of his 
camera, Kraft’s appreciation of beauty 


tinges even the most poverty-stricken, 
dilapidated vistas with gold, something 
that only a long, patient gaze (in relative 
silence) provides. 

As he gently collides images, reveal¬ 
ing the links between things you would 
never consider connected, what looks to 
be so many slips of paper twisting in the 
air like 9/11 detritus expose themselves 


to be a fiurry of kites flitting through the 
sky. Opposite, a flock of birds seemingly 
apes the kites’ movements, while on 
another screen, a kite resembling a bird 
flips and flies and flutters. Plains of grass 
ripple with the breeze before transform¬ 
ing into water rushing so fast it becomes 
television static. A bison huddles in the 
snow as children ice skate, while birds 
shudder in frozen trees and half-naked 
people in swimsuits stroll about a sea¬ 
scape. On another screen, the streets of 
India’s holy city of death, Varanasi, sit 


deserted, as though a scene straight out 
of 28 Days Later. The deliberately spare 
soundtrack—just the occasional sound 
effect, a brief moment of music, animal 
or human sound among the quiet—evoca¬ 
tively adds to what becomes a wholly 
meditative experience. 

As much as I admire the “ex‘pose” 
series, I’m equally grateful for the work 
in the Young Artists Soci¬ 
ety Gallery, a side room 
about the size of a walk- 
in closet. The current 
exhibit is “The World As 
a Knot: Thurston Middle 
School Students Inspired 
by Richard Kraft,” collage 
work done under the guid¬ 
ance of art teacher Linda 
Erickson. While most of 
the pieces are still in their 
artistic infancy, a hand¬ 
ful of insightful young 
artists have taken their 
work a step further than 
one might expect: Tristan 
Gonzalez’s Untitled, with 
its saxophone player wear¬ 
ing a “I’m here to save 
the planet” button on his 
lapel, wittily contrasts the 
musician with an over¬ 
weight family asleep in 
front of a television, the 
youngest staring at the 
glowing screen in wide- 
eyed rapture. Escape is the 
ironic title of Kai Cam¬ 
eron’s collage of manatees. 
Assassin’s Creed imagery, 
television-poll stats and 
dinosaurs. It’s easy to 
identify with the image of 
a man with a tiger’s head 
surrounded by a noisy 
background mess of cut-up 
dialogue in Cosette Ches- 
ley’s Roar. Lastly, there’s 
a powerful awareness in 
Oliver Murray’s Ruins, an 
ecologically driven piece, 
the words “you have to 
let go” cut out above 
images of bees and serene 
snowscapes. As connected 
as these young people are to the headlin¬ 
ing artist’s collages, I wonder about the 
caliber of work that would come if some¬ 
one gave them movie cameras and urged 
them to follow Kraft’s lead. The results 
could be magical.

Yanking 
the Chain 


C arolina Fontoura Alzaga admits 
her name is a mouthful, as she 
pronounces it with an accent you can't 
exactly place. She goes by Facaro instead: 
a combination of her names that embodies 
the unusual life she has led. 

Using only bicycle chains, wheels and 
gears, Facaro builds table lamps with softly 
swinging tassels and 8-foot-long chande¬ 
liers featuring sweeping curves. The com¬ 
bination of metal and feminine form is so 
dramatic one would think the juggernaut 
belongs in a futuristic yet Gothic castle. 
Facaro salvages every strand and spoke 
from junkyards and bike shops around 
SoCal—11 of which are in OC, including 
Jax Bicycles and Surf City Cyclery. 

The charm of Facaro's pieces isn't only 
physical—it's the message behind it all, 
as well. She grew up bouncing between 
her families in Mexico City; Denver, 
Colorado; and Rio de Janeiro, Brazil. But 
when the time came for college, it was 
the year she spent traveling Europe and 
squatting that sculpted her. She ended 
up at an artists' collective in Denver and 
chose to do a bike chandelier as part of 
her BFA thesis. Things are not made to 
last anymore, she explains, so we live in 
an excess of disposable goods that just 
end up in finite landfills. "These bike parts 
would just be thrown away, but instead, I 
elevate a base material and breathe new 
life into it," she says. 

Facaro describes how bike culture 
seeped in during her travels and her 
participation in social-justice movements 
when she learned about "spoke council 
organizing," whose language reflects all 
elements of bicycle bodies. "Whether 
they're used for exercise, for leisure or out 
of absolute necessity, bicycles are a part 
of all lives," regardless of social strata, 
she says. 

Gallery Fifty24MX in Mexico City took 
notice of what she thought was a one-time 
thing, and her work's momentum hasn't 
halted since; she's even been invited to 
work and showcase with Croft House in 
Los Angeles.

An appreciation of Andrew Youssef’s life well-lived

ndrew Youssef died at his home 
on Nov. 30, at approximately 
8:30 a.m. He was 38. It was news 
I’d been sadly anticipating for days now, 
though I was not ready for it when I 
answered a call from Youssef’s older 
brother, Patrick. I’d just gotten home, 
sweaty and tired from a morning run. 

A couple of days had gone by since I’d 
heard from the beloved Weekly writer 
and photographer who was living out his 
last days with Stage 4 colon cancer. And 
now, no more than a minute after texting 
Pat to check in, I heard the dreaded 
words: ‘Andrew’s gone.” 

I plopped down on the edge of my bed, 
using whatever energy I had to hang on 
the line and absorb the news. All I could 
do was try to wipe away a muck of sweat 
and tears. Two months ago, doctors gave 
Youssef the morbid prognosis that he had 
only weeks to months left to live. But the 
knowing didn’t help much when it was 
time for him to go. 

Still, as I stared at the clouds outside 
my bedroom window, calmness washed 
over me. Maybe it was the dusty rem¬ 
nants of my Catholic upbringing or 
some residual food coma left over from 
Turkey Day, but I truly believe Youssef’s 
family, friends and supporters have rea¬ 
son to be thankful, even in this difficult 


time. Not just because he’s gone to some 
better place. Not because he’d become 
a news item for Rolling Stone, People 
Magazine, NME and dozens of other 
publications, even CBS News, before 
he died. But rather, it was because of a 
story his father, Atef, an Egyptian immi¬ 
grant who goes by Art, told me during 
an interview for a Weekly cover story 
I’d written to memorialize his life (see 
“F*ck Cancer,” Oct. 18). 

Most important, you couldn’t 
read these columns without 
feeling connected to him in 
some way 

Before moving to Southern California, 
the Youssef family lived in Toronto, Can¬ 
ada. According to Art, a Andrew almost 
drowned in his neighbor’s swimming 
pool when the family went over to visit. 
Unattended, the infant had fallen into 
the water and began to sink. The oldest 
son of the neighbor’s family saw Andrew 
drowning and pulled him out of the pool 
with one arm and saved his life. 

Decades later, who could’ve guessed 
that Youssef would spend the rest of his 


life jumping into pools of photographers, 
daring to swim through a sea of bodies 
and lenses to get the best shots possible 
night after night. His dedication to his 
work made him stand out, even among 
other veterans. He carried himself with 
strength, pride and humility. 

When I think about Youssef, I remem¬ 
ber someone who was always prepared. 
From the soles of his tennis shoes to the 
bottom of his camera bag to the top of 
his head (covered by his signature white 
bucket hat), the man never went into a 
photo pit half-assed. And that’s exactly 
how he lived his life. And at the point 
where he was told he didn’t have much 
longer to live, that spirit only intensified. 
In the two-and-a-half years since he was 
diagnosed with Stage 4 colon cancer, 
Youssef shot more than 330 concerts for 
the Weekly, Stereogum and his own blog. 
Amateur Chemist. That number is pretty 
daunting considering he was essentially 
shooting a show every other day while 
living with his disease. He had every 
excuse to stay in bed and shut out the 
world. Instead, he produced a volume of 
work that shocked many of his perfectly 
healthy colleagues. 

In late February 2013, Youssef 
jumped into yet another pool: He

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Tight-Knit Twosome 

With the Olms, Pete Yorn and J.D. King found a strong 

bond and an even stronger band

P ete Yorn and J.D. King’s new band 
have nothing to do with fiery, four- 
chord rebellion. But if not for the 
wife of a punk legend, the Olms might’ve 
never existed. 

Yorn first met Johnny Ramone in 2002 
when the guitarist requested that Yorn 
contribute to We’re a Happy Family, the 
all-star tribute album to the patron saints 
of CBGB’s. For his part, Yorn covered the 
band’s ‘T Wanna Be Your Boyfriend.” The 
two became close friends over the final 
two years of Ramone’s life, before he suc¬ 
cumbed to cancer in 2004. Yorn contin¬ 
ued his friendship with the iconic guitar 
player’s wife, Linda, who a few years later, 
introduced him to King, a respected artist 
and guitarist for his own band, J.D. King 
and the Coachmen. The two have now 
been good friends for the better part of 
the past decade. 

Even though they individually cre¬ 
ate different music, there was always 
a mutual admiration between them. In 
2009, Yorn invited King to tour with 
him; at the time. King was in the midst of 
promoting three different records he’d 
release that year. A few years later, while 
they were hanging out in the home studio 
King built, they felt the time was right for 
a collaboration. 

“He played me some stuff he was doing 
in there, and at some point, he told me he 
had all these song ideas, and we decided 
to write a tune together,” Yorn recalls. 
“That first day, we wrote ‘Twice As Nice,’ 
which is on [their eponymous] record; 
[we] recorded it, I think, pretty much how 
it is within a few hours. We had a good 
time doing it, so we started a routine.” 

Yorn would head to King’s house on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays when both were 
in town, and they’d write and record a 
new song each day they were together. 
They both have solo careers to tend to, 
taking time away from their project, but 
they quickly garnered enough material to 
put out their first album as the Olms. 
Collaborative songwriting—especially 


for two solo artists—can be strenuous, 
which can be attributed more to a change 
in routine above anything else. But Yorn 
says these sessions were a welcomed chal¬ 
lenge in which they introduced each other 
to new styles they may not have been 
exposed to otherwise. 

“The first few songs came easy,” Yorn 
says. “We had to wrap our heads around 
it, and it was different than what we’d do 
on our own. I remember by the fourth 
time going up there, I put pressure on 
myself to keep making another song. 
Somehow, we’d pick each other up and 
keep the run going. It was cool to trade 
ideas and put them together.” 

The result of their harmonious sessions 
was released in June. The album’s mix 
of laid-back, California retro pop with 
a splash of alt-country has been well- 
received. The Olms peaked at No. 4 on the 
Billboard’s Top Heatseeker charts. 

Since the album’s release, the Olms 
have stayed busy touring, including an 
appearance at the iTunes Festival in Lon¬ 
don, where they performed with Vampire 
Weekend. They’re backed by a three- 
piece band, which helps accentuate parts 
of the album that couldn’t be played by 
Yorn and King. 

For the Olms, the most important 
thing, above any critical or commercial 
acclamation, has been the lessons learned 
in this new creative process. They are 
proud of the songs they wrote and have a 
further understanding of how this experi¬ 
ence will help enhance their respective 
individual careers. 

“I know this has been cool for me,” 

Yorn says. “I’ve been a solo artist my 
whole career, basically. And to have this 
experience is something that I can take 
back to my solo stuff.”

Spreading 
the Message 

E pademik typically grabs your attention 
in one of two ways: Either you're a fan 
of pissed-off MCs who rap about assholes, 
or you're one of the assholes he's rap¬ 
ping about. Local hip-hop prima donnas, 
beware: If you consider yourself a big fish 
in OC's minuscule music pond, just know 
there's at least one verse in every one of 
his songs that is dedicated to calling you a 
no-talent hack. 

"I have no problem saying what's on my 
mind," he says. "Regardless of whether 
people get mad or upset or whatever, some¬ 
times it takes that person to say some crazy, 
off-the-cuff shit to make people turn around 
and say, 'Hey, what's going on over there?"' 

With all that drive to get people's atten¬ 
tion, it's no wonder the rapper makes signs 
for a living. By day, the man born Jason 
Perea is a graphic designer and owner of 
a company that prints banners, logos and 
business cards for everyone from mom- 
and-pop stores to AAA. 

"Whether it's with my business, creating 
logos, artwork, stickers, banners—it's gotta 
be new and fresh all the time," he says. 

"It's gotta stand for something." Standing 
out is a skill he has been honing since the 
early '90s, when he started on the mic. 

With his older brother, who introduced him 
to hip-hop, he started the rap group the 
Casual Crew. Moving from Gardena to OC 
as a kid, Epademik's steady diet of icons 
such as Big Daddy Kane, KRS-One and 
Too Short pushed him to make his lyrical 
jabs both witty and wise. Two decades and 
several albums later, his abilities have only 
sharpened, as evidenced on The Beast 
Within, released last January. 

The lack of vocal compression behind 
raucous, beat-knocking tracks such as 
"They Talkin'" gives each verse the gritty, 
growling anger to convey his sentiments 


toward naysayers and those who love to 
get high on their own hype. 

"The whole album was born out of 
frustration, anger, depression—all those 
emotions," he says. "It's about the inner 
feelings I have about everyone that's gone 
against me in the past three to five years." 

But despite trying to piss some people 
off with this record, someone's actually 
buying it. In an effort to get some physical 
distribution, Epademik hit up Cycadelic 
Records, the OC/LA-based label made 
famous for selling cassettes and CDs of 
early Compton gangsta rappers including 
N.W.A and DJ Quik at places such as the 
Compton Swap Meet. Thinking he had the 
potential to sell beyond the swap meet, 
Cycadelic label owner Kirk Kim—son of 
late founder Wan Joon Kim—pointed Epa¬ 
demik in the direction of big-time distributor 
Select 0 Hits, which believed in the project 
and offered Epademik a limited run in West 
Coast Best Buy and K-Mart stores. For an 
independent artist who vowed never to sell 
out just to get an album sold, the deal was 
music to his ears. 

"I didn't wanna be exclusive to a label 
that says, 'We own this project' Fuck all 
that," Epademik says. "This is my shit But 
we can do a business partnership where 
we both make money." 

Of course, after so many years in the 
game, expecting to make it big on one 
album is kind of like expecting one great 
rapper to rid the entire OC music scene of 
corny MCs. And though there's no sign of 
those things happening for Epademik any 
time soon, he's proud to be at least one of 
the few locals who isn't afraid to wave a 
banner he hopes will make us wiser about 
who we listen to. 

"I just want to put that message out 
there about promoters and rappers who 
really ain't doing what they say they're 
doing," he says. "Everybody needs to 
watch out because there's a lotta snakes 
out here."

asked to pen a weekly column that would 
chronicle his fight with cancer. We decided to 
call it Last Shot. 

From the moment he delivered his first col¬ 
umn, I knew we had something. Sure, it was 
often a depressing subject when juxtaposed 
with heavy-metal lists, scandalous local music 
news and essays about twerking. But I knew if 
we could strike a serious emotional chord with 
people by getting Youssef’s inspiring tales of sur¬ 
vival through his connection to music, it could 
have a real impact on our readers. 

His messages in each column were bold, his 
writing was clear, and his knack for describ¬ 
ing the clinical side of his disease with wit and 


wisdom was always on-point. Most important, 
you couldn’t read these columns without feeling 
connected to him in some way. The readership 
spread much farther than people who knew 
him personally. Every week, we’d get comments 
from readers around the country, even the 
world, who stumbled onto Youssef’s work and 
wrote genuine thank-you notes to him for what 
he was doing, begging him to keep it up. His 
audience included some of the very bands he’d 
written about and photographed—including 
Meshuggah, Helmet, Juliana Hatfield and Nine 
Inch Nails. 

Most Youssef supporters reveled in the 
news that NIN’s elusive front man, Trent 
Reznor, had not only learned about Youssef 
and his story, but was also inspired enough 
to reach out to the photographer directly 
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in the last months of his life. Even if 
you aren’t as huge a fan of the band as 
Youssef was, it was marvelous to see the 
compassion and special treatment they 
bestowed on such a kind, deserving soul. 
Both Youssef and his brother met them 
in person, were given the best seats in 
the house for NIN’s Troubadour show 
and granted backstage VIP access to 
their rehearsals. 

And that was only a slice of the apprecia¬ 
tion when you add it to the support from 
guys such as Page Hamilton of Helmet, who 
befriended Youssef in 2007. Hamilton stuck 
by him after his diagnosis and almost always 
gave Youssef a shout-out from the stage 
when he knew the photographer was in the 
audience. There’s the love and support of 
Meshuggah, who also granted Youssef VIP 
access to any of their headbanging gigs. And 
we can’t discount the glorious gesture from 
the Offspring’s Dexter Holland, who took 
Youssef up in his private plane in October 
as he piloted the skies over Long Beach. As 
always, Youssef had his camera in tow. 

Like many who have known Youssef for a 
while, I felt blessed to watch his story finally 
get distributed to the world and generate a 
lasting memory of a dear friend who never 
gave up. 

One of the comments that hit me the 
hardest came from a guy named Steve 
Macht. The day after my cover story was 
published, Macht sent me an email thank¬ 
ing me for doing the piece on Youssef. It 
wasn’t until I got to the bottom of his note 
that I realized who he was: the younger 
brother of the boy who had saved Andrew 
from drowning all those years ago in their 
family pool. 

‘T read your piece and I think to myself, 
‘Good thing my brother saved Andrew 
because he had one hell of a life to live, even 
if it was still too short.’ He sure didn’t waste 
the time or the gifts that God gave him,” 
Macht wrote. 

Life is a fragile gift. It’s a notion Youssef 
knew all too well. And because of that, 
he lived deliberately, chased his passions 
unconditionally and touched us all immea¬ 
surably. I am a better person for knowing 
him, and as long as I’m around to spread his 
legend, I plan on doing just that.

The patrons of the Canyon Inn like their pussy shaven 


Y OU may know Canyon Inn as that 
bar from Bar Rescue in 2011. Or 
as the only neighborhood bar in 
Yorba Linda, a Quaker town that until 
relatively recently, historically speaking, 
allowed no alcohol to be served within 
city limits. I know Canyon Inn as that 
place I never want to go to again. 

It’s not the dirtiest dive bar in Orange 
County. It’s not the only place you’ll get 
hit on by someone you’re not interested in 
(though we did name it the best place for 
such an occurrence to happen in our 2012 
Best Of issue). Or the only place with bar¬ 
tenders who will give you ’tude. But it’s a 
combination of the first bad experience I 
had there and the failures of the second 
and third chances I’ve given the bar that 
make me say, “Never again.” 

The first time I went was with the 
Weekly’s LP “Danger” Hastings sometime 
in August 2012, post-Bar Rescue. I hadn’t 
seen the show or the 48-year-old bar 
before, so I had no expectations. 

It’s a spacious room with brick walls 
and several towering flat-screens. There 
are two pool tables and a stage for live 
music (read: middle-aged cover bands). 
There’s liquor, six beers on tap and a 
good selection of about 40 bottled beers. 
There’s also an extensive menu of tradi¬ 
tional bar finger foods, salads, even steak 
and shrimp. 

The bartender was a ditzy blonde but 
nice enough. There were just a few other 
people in the bar with us that Monday 
night. LP and I were playing pool when 
we were approached by a group of young 
guys. “Do you guys want to play pool with 
us?” they asked. 

No, I really didn’t, but we decided to 
be friendly and accept their offer. LP 
and I played against each other, with 
one guy each on our team. In between 
turns, the guys tried to get to know us, 
taking stabs at conversation. That’s when
